THE MECHANICAL REST 


If you are a competitive shooter, or 
have attended a match that involved the 
bench rest class rifle, it’s quite possible 
that you may have overheard someone 
say “how can you miss, all you have to do 
is push the gun back and shoot”. The 
wording may have been different, but it 
basically conveyed the same attitude: 
how can you “miss” when you don’t have 
to hold or guide the rifle? The answer is 
quite simple; all you have to dois point the 
gun in the wrong place. The bottom line 
here is that no matter how fancy your 
equipment might be, you still have to read 
and compensate for the conditions in 
order to win. Right from the start, the 
reader should realize that the mechanical 
rest is not meant to be a save all, but it can 
definitely improve your competitive 
standing if properly engineered, manufac- 
tured, and utilized. The purpose of this 
paper is to discuss in detail the elements 
which contribute to the successful design 
and utilization of the mechanical rest. 

Let’s first investigate the engineering 
required by identifying the areas of the 
rest that need special consideration from 
a materials and design point of view: 

1. Guiding Means. 
Basically the rifle must slide on some- 
thing and it must do so in a predictable 
way every time it recoils. In choosing 
the materials for the guiding means, 
one must be conscious of the coeffi- 
cient of friction (Cf) between the two 

mating surfaces. If Cf is very high, a 

problem could result due to “chatter”

(sticking) in the horizontal plane as the 
rifle recoils. This additional load could 
also cause excessive resettling of the 
front and rear rests. For a choice of 
materials, steel on steel would be un- 
acceptable due to a very high Cf, but 
Delren on steel would be a good selec- 
tion. One very important item to keep 
in mind is that if a lubrication is to be 
used, it will be very difficult to maintain 
aconstant film thickness between slid- 
ing parts from cycle to cycle; therefore, 
the best lubrication would be an im- 
pregnated one or none at all. For best 
results, call your local plastics supplier 
as new materials are constantly avail- 
able. The time spent in investigating 
this will be worth it. 

Regardless of the material chosen, the 


design (configuration) of the guiding mean 
must be addressed. In order to do this we 
must investigate how the rifle moves dur- 
ing recoil, windage and elevation chang- 
es. During recoil, there is a tendency of 
the rifle to rotate about its axis. Due to this 
torsional load, there will be an increase in 
the friction force along one of the guiding 
surfaces. This is not detrimental to accu- 
racy provided that the event happens the 
same way from shot to shot. Also, as 
windage and elevation changes are 
made, binding may be induced due to the 
guiding means geometry. The system 
shown in Figure 1 reduces or totally elimi- 
nates the binding problem and substan- 
tially reduces the effect of windage 
change altering elevation. The secret of 
the success with the system shown in Fig- 
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unstable position and the instant the 
rifle is fired, the vibration and recoil of 
the unit will resettle the slide to a new 
position. Elimination of sticking, bind- 
ing, or excessive play is often not easi- 
ly accomplished. Gib style slides ap- 
proach the solution but the best 
approach is a bronze bushing properly 
fit or even better, the use of 
recurtailing ball bushings. Whether the 
bronze or ball bushings are used, shaft 
slides must be absolutely parallel. This 
requirement is almost impossible to 
accomplish unless some adjustment 
of guides is built into the unit. Figure 2 
shows an adjustable guide system 
that is fool-proof and easy to 
manufacture. 

As shown in the sketch, this system al- 
lows for very easy adjustment of one 
guiding round by using three set screws 
contacting the round at 120° at each end. 
Fine adjustments are simply made by 
screwing set screws in or out until paral- 
lelism of shafts is attained and any inter- 
ference eliminated. It has also been found 
that the best shaft material is hardened 
and ground reamer blanks. These blanks 
are inexpensive and commercially avail- 
able at most industrial supply houses.

Elimination of play and sticking at all 
pivoting joints is also extremely impor- 
tant. Best results may be obtained by 
using the system shown in Figure 3. 
This method works exceedingly well 
due to the fact that the preload in- 
duced on the precision ball from the 
threaded brass rod is a full 360° con- 
tact. Any misalignment is cancelled 
out because the balls are either static 
to the frame or the rotating member 
and therefore always on the same 
centerline.

item. Traditionally, a fine pitch leed 
screw (32 to 40 TPI) is used. For best 
results, the threaded shaft should be 
steel (316 ss is even better) and fitted 
to a bronze split nut with a take up 
screw. When manufacturing the nut 
and threaded rod, the nut should be 
made first. A lathe is used to bore and 
cut the threads to approximately 90% 
full depth and finished with the appro- 
priate tap. The unit is then drilled and 
tapped for the take up screw and split 
on one side. Once this is accom- 
plished, the tap is run through again to

When the nut is complete, the thread 
on the shaft is cut 90% of full depth 
using the lathe and finished with an ad- 
justable die. If this operation is done 
properly, the fit will be extremely good. 
Any tight spots may be lapped in using 
400 grit lapping compound. When 
done properly (and with the nut slightly 
preloaded), the backlash will be mini- 
mal or totally non-existent. 

Figure 4 shows one method for at- 
taching the leed screw to the static 
portion of the rest. The method works 
well but requires some very fine ma- 
chining for if the threads are not per- 
fectly cut about the shaft and bearing 
center line, some binding will result.

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By building in adjustment for the lead 
screw positioning (as shown in Figure 
4), nearly 100% of all side loading may 
be eliminated. One of the greater ad- 
vantages of this system is that very lit- 
tle spring loading is required on the 
lead screw if machined and assembled 
properly. 

5. Stability. 
The stability of both the front and rear 
rest is of a major concern. Regardless 
whether the unit is of one or two piece 
construction, attention must be paid to 
the rest’s tendency to settle into the 
bench top (wood or concrete) from 
shot to shot. One relatively successful

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way to reduce the settling is to have a 
large diameter flat in conjunction with 
carbide points on all leveling screws. 
This allows the points to be set into the 
bench until bottoming on the flats. The 
flat portion of the screw helps resist re- 
settling due to the larger area of the 
screw in contact with the bench top 
(Figure 5). 

One very important point here; once 
the rests are firmly positioned on the 
bench, the leveling screws should not 
be used for elevation adjustment be- 
cause the previous contact made will 
be destroyed. The preceding creates 
quite a problem because for the ideal 
design elevation, adjustment should 
be contained within the rear of front 
rest and independent of the leveling 
screws. One possible way to over-

come this problem is to have a primary 
base which contains the leveling 
screws and a secondary base which 
pivots on the primary to provide for the 
necessary elevation adjustment. Fig- 
ure 6 shows the above schematically. 
Block “A” is allowed to pivot about pin 
“B” by adjusting “C” and, therefore, 
base “D” remains undisturbed. 
Stability is also aided by maintaining a 
low profile of both the rests and rifle. This 
becomes somewhat difficult to do be- 
cause speed of adjustment is an impor- 
tant consideration and there does not ap- 
pear to be room enough for all the 
necessary controls on a_ convenient 
place. There is a very definitive advan- 
tage to locating the elevation and cam ac- 
tuation lever (the cam is used for rapid re- 
cord target to sighter target movement)

as close to the trigger as possible and 
being able to make these adjustments 
without moving the finger away from the 
trigger. This becomes very difficult to ac- 
complish while simultaneously maintain- 
ing a low rest and rifle profile. One possi- 
ble solution is shown in Figure 7. 

Although the stack up is exaggerated 
for clarity, the reader can clearly see that 
the unit’s elevation could get quite large. 
What this configuration accomplishes is 
locating the elevation adjustment knob 
and cam actuator under the trigger and 
not at the rear or side of the rest. 


Another important consideration for 
rest stability is the location of pivoting 
joints. The location of these joints may be 
better determined by examining the direc- 
tion of the forces induced by the rifle dur- 
ing recoil and return to battery. Figure 8 
shows the effect of the friction forces act- 
ing on a base which is pinned forward (to- 
ward the muzzle). As the rifle recoils, the 
force C,W and W cause the unit to want to 
rotate about the pin G. The F’x and F’y 
forces (Note: force directions are as- 
sumed) counter-act this rotation and no 
matter how large C,W gets, the block will

not rotate about pin G. When the rifle is re- 
turned to battery, its forward movement 
is prevented when stop “I” comes into 
contact with bracket “H”. If the rifle is 
pushed back hard, block “E” may be lifted 
off the cam and start to rotate about the 
pin “G” clockwise. One way to offset this 
is locate pin “G” above the line of action of 
the force exerted by stop “I” on bracket 
“H” and C,W on the ball during return to 
battery. This induces the block E to rotate 
counterclockwise about “G” and there- 
fore be restrained by F’y, F’x. Another

age changes could be made simultane- 
ously and not hamper trigger let off. Be- 
cause the width of the unit finished at 7” 
and the windage adjustment was well 
back on the unit, the shooter could keep 
the right arm off the bench comfortably 
without becoming cramped or moving the 
bench. This last item is important be- 
cause with a mechanical rest, you do not 
touch the bench (at least | don’t). 

Also, windage changes did not show 
any creep or drifting. In anut shell, the rest 
performed better than ever expected. 

Now you might ask: Did my shooting 
improve? Well, let me tell you; out at 
George Kelbly’s for The Nationals, if | 
could take three shots back and had just 
held a little higher and to the left for my 
eight shot in the 5th record match at 100 
yards.... 

In all seriousness, when the time comes 
for you to move up to the full mechanical 
rests, think very seriously about the 
points previously outlined. Remember, 
our goal is the ultimate in rifle precision 
and with all other factors equal, this can- 
not be attained without the ultimate in 
precision equipment.

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would not vary as | shifted power through- 
out the match. This scope was love at first 
sight with me; most scopes of 36 power 
leave me unable to see bullet holes in the 
target if there is any mirage running at all. | 
just cranked this little rascal up to 40X, 
and those bullet holes were as clear as 
could be hoped for. As a matter of philos- 
ophy, | believe that there really is a place 
in the benchrest world for a variable 
scope; particularly in Texas where mirage 
gets better or worse every time you blink. 
Again, | think it’s a great scope. 
Another thing that I’ve been playing 
with in recent days ... I’ve been testing 
some .22 caliber bullets of heavy con- 
struction, in the 51 to 55 grain range. 
These are made by Terry Allred, 932 
Evergreen Drive, Logan, Utah 84321. I’ve 
tested five different ones; three with triple 
jackets made in conventional manner, 
and two of the partition type. | shot sever- 
al coyotes with these bullets, and they 
stayed together well, with very little hide 
damage on the pelts. | think that .220 
Swift lovers should take a close look at 
these bullets; when you total together the 
Swift's awesome velocity, plus a very ac- 
curate bullet that stays together ... you 
now have quite a rifle in your hands. 
Deer season was closed when these 
bullets arrived, but believe me when | say 
that the Swift, loaded with these bullets, 
will be my first choice for deer when the 


season opens again. | have a thousand of 
these Allred bullets on hand; five hundred 
of 54 grain partition bullets, and 500 of 
conventional type, but thick jacket. | have 
not shot them on paper; these are not 
benchrest bullets . . . they were designed 
to hold together on game at Swift veloci- 
ties, not to fire official screamer groups. 

The first time they were tried on a coy- 
ote down here, Jerry Hart was doing the 
shooting; he and Murray Anderson had 
come down for a few days in February. 
That first coyote promptly became one of 
the dear departed. We sent a bunch more 
to the Happy Hunting Grounds in those 
few days. Hunting coyotes such as we do 
around here sort of blows the mind of 
shooters trying it for the first time. We 
“call” them of course, and in open country 
such as this, you can see them coming at 
adeadrun from along way off. It can be an 
addictive experience. Both Jerry Hart and 
Murray Anderson are great field shots; | 
hope they come back.

one of Ed Shilen’s 6 groove barrels, even 
with all the case extraction nonsense... 
still, the gun would shoot an unusual num- 
ber of groups right around a .150 figure. 
Sol was faced with adilemma. . . the gun 
in 6 PPC would shoot like a house afire, 
but the extraction problems were driving 
me nuts. The gun with the .222 bolt face 
wouldn’t shoot well at all. 

Finally | took the .222 bolt, and opened 
it up to a PPC bolt face, that should solve 
things. Off to the range. Got perfect 
groups ... either perfect vertical, or per- 
fect horizontal. | left the range in a bit less 
than a great humor, after talking myself 
out of wrapping the rifle around a tree. 

A few days later | happened to look at 


the cases. The primer indent on the cases 


fired with the .222 (opened-up) bolt were 
very small, and the primer indent on the 
cases fired with the .308 bolt was very 
large. | took a close look at the two bolts, 
side by side.

| took the .222 (original size) bolt, and 
opened the firing pin hole to .075, and 
made a new firing pin out of an Enfield pin.

Quite a bit of testing by me indicates that 
a blunt firing pin works better than a sharp 
nosed firing pin, by the way. 

| put a .25 caliber barrel on that same 
action, using a Carcano case shortened 
to the same configuration as a Swift 
based wildcat that | have occasionally 
played with. | shot a .090 group with it, 
using 90 grain bullets, and laboriously 
hand-bored jackets (I suspect it costs 
about a dollar apiece to make each one).

two. Would you like to try it out?” Well 
now, does a frog have eyes? You’re darn 
right. A few days later the pistol arrived. 

The action is two inches in diameter 
and 7% inches long. It has a left port and 
left hand bolt handle. The bolt release is 
on the right side. The trigger has a 2 oz. 
pull. The bolt has an O.D. of .875” long 
and is 6%” long. Bolt is fluted (5), and has 
three lugs, and a 60° throw. 

The barrel is also two inches in diame- 
ter, and 15 inches long. Barrel twist is 
1-10”. The barrel is chambered for the 6 
MM PPC in our sample gun. The action 
and barrel are nicely blued. 

The pistol arrived with a set of Burris 
universal bases and rings. | have used the 
Burris rings and blocks on a number of my 
field rifles and will use more in the future. 
They are steel, precision machined and 
nicely blued. Quality is of the first order. 
The measure of workmanship of actions 
and scope blocks and rings is established 
when we mounta scope. If the holes in the 
action are not centered, we find it out 
when we mount the scope. Lapping rings 
will establish the quality of the rings. A 
20X scope was mounted on the Wichita 
bench rest pistol with the scope cross 
hairs adjusted to center of travel. It took 
but a few clicks of adjustment to obtain 
zero which tells us that this action, blocks 
and rings were top quality. 

The stock is dense-pored walnut with a 
nice semi-dull finish. It is bedded in an 
epoxy based compound the length of the 
action and recoil lug and out under the 
barrel for two inches. The action is held in 
the stock with two allen head bolts. Total 
length of the pistol is 24 inches and with 
the scope installed its weight was 8 
pounds and six ounces. 

Now to the shooting. First | made a call 
to Seely to, first of all, see how he was 
doing after falling down the stairs in front 
of his house. Second, to try and borrow 
some reloading dies for the 6 MM PPC. | 
shoot the 22 PPC and lacked the required 
dies. Seely assured me that he was doing 
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okay, nothing broken and the scraped 
skin was on the mend. “You're getting too 
old to take two steps at a time, Seely. 
Slow down a little’. “Sez who?” Okay, 
he’s his normal crotchety self (a charac- 
teristic of all old gunsmiths) and doing 
okay. “I want to borrow a set of 64MM PPC 
hand dies from you”. “I'll send you mine”. 
“Sure you won't need them?” “If | do, I'll 
make 'em”. The dies arrived the next day 
UPS. 

There was no problem coming up witha 
set of sandbags that would work with the 
bench rest pistol. Cases were prepared 
for the 6 MM PPC and off to the range we 
went. | fireformed the brass in my usual 
manner. A load reduced 5-6% below ex- 
pected normal load, case neck, shoulder 
and forward 1/3 of the case body lubed 
very lightly for the first firing, while sight- 
ing in. Then we got down to some serious 
group shooting. Recoil with a full 6 MM 
PPC load was no problem. The grip is full 
and eye relief with the 20X scope offered 
no problem. This business of shooting a 
bench rest pistol was a new experience 
and groups indicated at once that my con- 
trol of the pistol on the bags need 
attention. 

Final results on paper after | got my act 
together somewhat were .250” five shot

groups, and I’d bet that an experienced 
shooter with this kind of equipment could 
do even better. It’s what | would call a “fun 
gun”. The loading ramp machined in the 
bottom of the action aligned each round 
perfectly. Just drop the loaded round into 


Bolt is 
smooth and even, and a check showed 
the locking lugs were all making 100% 
contact.

| enjoyed reading the Paul Dorsey letter 
in the April issue on the subject of what we 
need in a bore guide. I’m sending to you 
herewith one of the bore guides that I’m 
making, for you to try . . . since | have no- 
ticed from your past writings that you are 
not too satisfied with currently available 
bore guides. 

My bore guides are made with a stain- 
less steel shaft; a brass neck tip; and a 
front guide collar and a rear collar both 
made of chrome moly. | make three sizes; 
.22, .24, and .25 calibers, determined by 
the diameter of the neck tip. The .22 size 
will handle .222 Remington through the 
.220 Swift, the .24 size will handle PPC 
through the 6mm Remington, and the .25 
size will handle .250-3000 to .25-06. 
Some rifles will require turning the tip for 
proper fit, as | make them to factory

lam presently enjoying the April PS and 
as usual, a fine issue it is. But | have found 
an error in it. (Editor: must be only in your 
copy; ain't no errors in my copy.) On page 
six the upper photo shows five sectioned 
cases; the one on the far right being called 
a member of the “.222 family”, presum- 
ably the .222 Magnum. No way. My dial 
calipers confirm what my eyes suspected 
(the “semi-rimmed” base gave it away): 
this is a .220 Swift! 

lam glad itis in the photo and sectioned 
so that those who now raise the ballyhoo 
about case-wall uniformity can see how 
much metal there is in these cases to be 
turned away. The whole base is a good 
five-thousandths or so over the PPC, any- 
way. And if one must have the small prim- 
er, pockets could be bushed. Come to 
think of it, isn’t the 2-inch long version of 
the PPC, mentioned earlier in the same ar- 
ticle, doing just about the same thing — 
reinventing the .220 Swift? 

If only small-primer brass could be 
turned out in .220 Swift, the PPC might 
suddenly have a real competitor. The 
Swift can be shortened to the taste of the 
shooter; and | have found that the 
“amount” of case capacity (“how much 
‘gun’’) is ‘‘correct”’ will vary with the indi- 
vidual shooting. | have found the Swift to 
be amonster, the .22-250 a mini-monster, 
but am currently browsing around for 
something a little more than the PPC, as 
are many other shooters, | think.

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MORE ABOUT THE .222 AND SMALL FLASH HOLES

Dear Dave, 

lam writing regarding your “Recently 
Overheard” piece on page 25 of the April 
issue. If youcan get your hands on some, | 
think you will find that Norma 222 Rem- 
ington cases have the small flash holes 
that you were talking about. | don’t know 
if they are as small as the PPC (about 
.061”, as | recall), but | do know they are 
smaller than, say, R-P cases. | was sort- 
ing through some of my junk the other day 
and came across several boxes of Herter 
222 Mag cases (which also have smaller- 
than-normal flash holes). What caught my 
eye, though, was the fact that some of the 
Herter boxes were marked as having 
been made in Sweden (Norma?) while 
others were marked as having been made 
in Finland (Sako?). Regarding the small 
flash hole in the 222 Rem. case, you might 
contact Tom Hexum. | think he has a pile 
of information that he has collected on the 
subject. 

In looking back over some of my notes 
from '83, | found the following: “Two 
brands and four lots of small rifle primers 
were tested in the same five Norma 222 
Remington cases. 

“The primers used were Federal 205 
Match, Lots MA 1307 and B 1208, and 
Remington 72, Lots 140E and 149E. With 
748 powder velocities and S.D.s were as 
follows: 205M (MA 1307), 2927 fps, 28 
fps; 205M (B 1208), 3028 fps, 19 fps; 7/2 
(140E), 2984 fps, 21 fps; 72 (149E), 2977 
fps, 11 fps. 

“To see what would happen, the

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smaller-than-normal Norma flash holes 
were gradually opened up by drilling. 
Remington 7% primers (lot 149E) were 
used in this phase of the test. 

“The flash holes were first drilled out 
with a #47 drilland deburred. Average ve- 
locity was up 5 fps to 2982 fps, and the 
S.D. jumped from 11 to 32. 

“Flash holes were then drilled out witha 
#46 drill and deburred. Average velocity 
went up slightly to 2988 fps, but the S.D. 
dropped to 19 fps. 

“Finally, the flash holes were drilled out 
with a #45 drill (the size that fits the R-P 
case) and deburred. Average velocity 
again went up, this time to 2996 fps, and 
the S.D. was 28 fps.” 

That’s the sort of junk | think would be 
fun to fool around with more IF | had (1) a 
good rail gun and (2) a warehouse to 
shoot it in. 

Since you're into the “worth thinking 
about category,” ponder this and apply 
your superior knowledge of the history of 
benchrest shooting (you might even have 
a sample in your collection, for all | know). 
Among the pistol shooters, | observe that 
the Dan Wesson revolver is building 
something of a reputation for accuracy. 
The “source” of the accuracy, ‘tis said, 
stems from the fact that tension is applied 
to both ends of the barrel rather than only 
to the receiver (frame) end. | think Fred at 
one time installed a Douglas barrel blank 
ina DW .357 and commented to me that it 
shot like a house afire. What would hap- 
pen if tension were applied to both ends of 
a benchrest rifle barrel in a similar man- 
ner? (Custom pistolsmiths are now apply- 
ing the DW method of barrel mounting to

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AN OVERVIEW OF 


FIBERGLASS RIFLE AND PISTOL STOCKS 


Prodded by the suggestion from an 
aero-space engineer that “the way to 
make a stable stock, and get away from 
the bedding changes common to wood 
stocks, caused by temperature and hu- 
midity changes is to go to fiberglass rein- 
forced plastic”, Chet Brown and I, two 
novices who didn’t Know what could or 
could not be accomplished in this area 
.... since we would literally have to start 
with a clean piece of paper .... started 
development of fiberglass stocks. 

Ever hear Thomas Edison’s famous 
quote .... “I didn’t fail; | merely discov- 
ered something that didn’t work?” Using 
that quote as a benchmark, Chet and | 
made a lot of “discoveries” in those early 
days. But, after anumber of attempts and 
failures, we produced the first usable 
stock, which was made in two halves, and 
then assembled by gluing the halves to- 
gether. This stock was hollow, and since 
it was pretty darn obvious that there was 
no way thatit was going to stand up to the 
pressure of bedding screws being happily 
tightened by energetic 300 pounders 
across the countryside, we came to the 
conclusion that the only way to get accu- 
racy and stock life both was to glue the ac- 
tion into the stock. Thus the first commer- 
cially produced fiberglass reinforced 
plastic stocks and “intentional” glue-ins 
came about. From this point it was only a 
short time until we were making stocks in 
one piece and filling them with polyure- 
thane (for light weight) and epoxy with 
hard filler (for stability). 

Fitting and bedding in fiberglass stocks 
is really quite similar to the same proce- 
dure in wood stocks, and anyone who is

familiar with glass bedding in wood can 
most certainly work successfully with 
fiberglass. Some precautions naturally 
must be taken, and here are four that 
come to mind: 

1) Metal parts must be mold released 
for easy removal. 

2) Reverse draft may permanently 
unite the action to the stock. 

3) If you get epoxy into triggers, bolts, 
bolt releases and other moving parts, you 
should not be greatly surprised if that 
moving part stops any semblance of func- 
tioning until you get the darn stuff out of 
same. 

4) The “pot life” of epoxy varies with 
the volume and the temperature. As vol- 
ume and/or temperature goes up, pot life 
goes down. 

Over the years since, | have found that 
certain procedures have worked well for 
me, when fitting and bedding actions. My 
basic guidelines are these: 

1) Rout out and/or file the action area 
for the proper positioning of the action, 
being sure that the trigger extends 
through the stock the right amount. The 
barreled action should now be imbedded 
about halfway in the stock. 

2) Using electrical tape, tape off the ac- 
tion, barrel, recoil lug or anywhere else 
you want clearance. The rear surface of 
the recoil lug is the only part that should 
contact the stock unless an action screw 


_ hole is in the lug, then bed the bottom of 


the lug also. MOLD RELEASE 
EVERYTHING! 

3) Rough bed the barreled action with 
any good epoxy bedding material. | use 


the same material that the stocks are

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made from, and feel that the compatibility 
is of some advantage. Mix more bedding 
material than you will need, overfill the de- 
sired areas, and place the action in the 
stock. The guard screws or action- 
bedding screws should be used to hold 
the action in place while the epoxy is cur- 
ing. Remove any excess bedding com- 
pound, leaving only a little buildup for 
shaping later. 

4) Remove the action from the stock. 
This is easiest when the epoxy is cured 
(no longer runny or sticky), but not to the 
“glass hard” stage. Clean up the action 
and shape or remove excess material 
from the stock. 

5) Now you are ready for “final bed- 
ding”. This is done by using a very thin, 
very runny layer of material. To get a per- 
fect bed job, the action must drop in with- 
out any interference, action screws must 
spin in, and be capable of being just lightly 
tweaked to hold the action in place while 
curing. If the action has to be pulled into 
place, “benchrest quality” bedding can- 
not be attained. After curing, remove the 
action, clean up and finish the stock. Bed- 
ding quality may be checked by alternate- 
ly loosening and tightening the action 
screws while observing the forend tip and 
barrel. The barrel MUST be free floating. 
With perfect bedding, the stock will not 
move with respect to the barrel at the 
forend tip. 

6) There are two methods that we use 
at Six Enterprises for finishing stocks, 
each related directly to usage. 

A) Benchrest stocks should be finish- 
painted to obtain the smoothest surface 
possible. This allows the rifle to slide on

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the sand bags uniformly, without “grab- 
bing”. Uniformity translates directly to 
accuracy. 

Any good paint system may be used for 
painting fiberglass stocks. Surface prep- 
aration is very important; this point can- 
not be stressed too much, as the finish 
coat is entirely dependent, for quality, on 
the surface preparation beneath it. Fill 
any voids or pinholes, and then prime; be 
careful to keep the primer off the bedding 
surface. After the primer coat is perfect, 
now finish-paint, and you are then ready 
to either glue-in or screw your rifle togeth- 
er and go shooting. 

B) Hunting stocks should have a non- 
glare finish; in fact the whole rifle should 
be non-reflective, to reduce the chance of 
spooking game by reflected flashes of 
light. 

The best hunting rifle finish that we 
have found is simply a pigmentation proc- 
ess. The same fitting and bedding tech- 
niques used in benchrest should be used 
for hunting stocks. When one considers 
that the success or failure of a hunting trip 
costing hundreds of dollars rides on one 
shot, you certainly want to have the most 
accurate and dependable rifle available. 
When the fitting and bedding is complete, 
install recoil pad and sling swivels, then fill 
any imperfections with pigmented filler, 
let it cure, and then sand flush. When you 
are satisfied with the finish, sand the en- 
tire stock LIGHTLY with 180 grit paper. 
Assemble the rifle, and check all opera- 
tions, that is trigger, bolt release, feeding, 
safety, and so on. If all is o.k., disassem- 
ble the rifle. Now mix some straight 
epoxy, and rub on the outside of the stock 
then, using paper towels, wipe as much 
epoxy as possible off the surface. After 
curing, you will have a semi-smooth, non- 
glare surface ideally suited for hunting 
purposes. Once again, assemble your

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rifle, check for proper operation, and you 
are ready to shoot. 

If you scratch or damage the stock, with 
a pigment finish you can repair and/or re- 
finish in the same manner quite easily. 

If desired, you can paint the hunting 
stock similar to a benchrest stock. If so, 
you should use non-glare and suede 
agents in the finish paint. This will pro- 
duce a good finish, but, like a car, it will 
chip and is harder to refinish. 

We now come to the question of glue-in 
versus conventional bedding. 

Given a bedding job of equal quality, 
neither method has a big advantage over 
the other. Either method must be done 
right! 

The biggest advantage to glue-in bed- 
ding is: 

A) You will never get a piece of foreign 


material under the action, which has the 
same effect as poor bedding. 

B) The rifle owner is less likely to over 
tighten or leave the screws loose, which 
again has the same effect as poor bed- 
ding. Over the long run, generally glue-ins 
will maintain accuracy better than con- 
ventionally bedded rifles. 

As a safety factor the guard screws 
should be used with glue-ins. 

There are many fiberglass stock mak- 
ers today offering a variety of rifle and pis- 
tol patterns for competition and hunting. 
If you have not yet experienced the su- 
perb accuracy available from a properly 
stocked (fiberglass, or course) rifle, | 
strongly recommend that you give one a 
try. Also the weight advantages offered in 
a fiberglass stocked hunting rifle should 
not be overlooked!

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BENCHREST WILDCATS IN MY LIFE 


“Wildcats” were developed due to 
uniqueness, adaptability, and accuracy. 
At the time | started shooting (1968), 
everything was pretty much standard- 
ized. We had the .222 and 6x47. A few 
folks had changed the shoulder angle and 
body length to add to the powder capaci- 
ty, etc. Some of the reasons for changing 
the angle of the shoulder were: (1) to stop 
the brass from flowing, (2) for additional 
powder capacity, and (3) to change the 
angle of gases leaving the case to keep 
from eroding the throat. 

| didn’t start experimenting until | pur- 
chased my first lathe. From then until 
now, ithas been nothing but experiments, 
which | thoroughly enjoy as much as the 
shooting. | have always wanted to know 
why something works .... not just be- 
cause. The .222 is probably one of the 
most accurate cartridges at 100 yards 
every developed. However, many felt it 
lacked sufficient velocity for 200 yards. 
Shilen developed the .222¥2 for this rea- 
son. It worked well and won many 
aggregates.

| personally did not like trimming the ex- 
cess brass from the mag. cases, and this 
led to my first “wildcat” that | called the 
.222.7. This was simply a .223 body ca- 
pacity with a longer neck. The case was 
made from the .222 mag. The shoulder 
was pulled down and the overall length 
was left the same. This eliminated any 
case length trimming. The case worked 
fine. | won my first Super Shoot with it. 

Stan Buchtel talked me into changing 
the shoulder angle... . not for accuracy, 
but to eliminate throat erosion. | devel- 
oped the .222x40 case around the Ball C 
powder | still had. This also shot well and 
won many aggregates, including another 
Super Shoot win. The .22 really was not 
much, if any, problem. The 6mm was a dif- 
ferent story. 

Some were fortunate enough to have a 
“hot” 6x47, not many. The other ones had 
enough problems to make one want to 
give up the “one-hole” game. Ferris 
Pindell recognized this problem, and to- 
gether with Dr. Palmisano, introduced the 
6PPC. This was a “wildcat” 6mm with a 


short body and small primer and flash 
holes. Most of the 6PPC fame (I believe) 
was due to the uniform cases, and not 
small primer or flash holes. Federa, at this 
time, had just developed their .210 match 
large primers, which | felt were just as uni- 
form as their small .205. 1, for one, was not 
anxious to try the 6PPC because of the 
bolt face alteration. What was one sup- 
posed to do if the cartridge did not shoot? 
Remington came out with the 6 BR a 
short while later. They recognized the 
need of ashort, fat chamber with the stan- 
dard case head. As soon as Jim Stekl let 
me have a glimpse of the cartridge, | had 
to have one. Remington mailed me the 
specs and 20 cases. When the reamer ar- 
rived, | couldn't wait to try the new car- 
tridge. After | fired my first 50 rounds, I’ve 
never had another 6x47. The cartridge 
would shoot anything and wasn’t temper- 
amental. Primer pockets also lasted more 
than two matches. However, the problem 
was not totally solved: (1) while the 6 BR 
would shoot, Remington failed to come 
out with the 6 BR cases; (2) cases formed

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from other brass had walls that were too 
thick and became tight after firing (there 
was no elasticity); (3) more powder ca- 
pacity than the 6PPC, which was not 
needed. 

BINGO, another “wildcat” was master 
minded... .the 6 SLF. This was a 6PPC 
chamber using brass made from the Swift 
case. It had a large bolt face, small body, 
less powder capacity, and the large prim- 
er. This “wildcat” shot exceptionally well 
and was not temperamental like the 6x47. 
However, there was a minus .... the 
brass being thick made the cases tight 
after several firings. This was a definite 
disadvantage to the “machine gunner”, 
so.... back to the drawing board. 

Since the 22’s had brought me suc- 
cess, | wanted to keep shooting them. 
The 22 PPC never gained a lot of fans, 
which, | felt, was due to the excess pow- 
der capacity. Some made them work by 
using the 1 x 15 twist barrel. 

Here was the advent of another “wild- 
cat”. | shortened the PPC length 50 thou- 
sandths and gave it the name 22 PPB. 
This worked exceptionally well. It had no 
faults and a shooter could use the same 
bolt for the sporter and 22 classes. By the 
way, this case will shoot about anything 
.... Ball, Reloader 7, 4198, and 4895. 

| still wanted the “perfect” 6mm. The 
6PPC seemed a bit too short to “machine 
gun”. About one out of five would “turn 
around backwards” just when you really 
needed to keep shooting. This seemed to 
be the only downfall. 


Ralph Stolle knew | liked to play with 
“wildcats” and showed me a 22 case 
made on the 225 Winchester. | believe he 
called it the 22 HS. The case was short- 
ened and blown out with a 45° shoulder. | 
played with this a while; however, it 
seemed to have too much powder capaci- 
ty. | shortened it 50 thousandths at ran- 
dom and bushed the primer pockets for 
small primers. This did not seem to im- 
prove the accuracy. The 22 PPB seemed 
a lot easier to make and shot well. Next, | 
tried the same case with the 6mm. It shot 
exceptionally well. | adjusted the depth of 
the reamer so that the case capacity was 
between the 6x47 and the 6PPC. Every- 
thing seemed to work. The case was 
longer than the 6PPC (because of the 
smaller diameter body) which helped with 
the “nimble fingers”. 

Needless to say, | was still not com- 
pletely satisfied and had to try something 
else... . 3031 powder. 3031 is like 4198 
in that it is along cylindrical shaped pow- 
der. It shot perfect, but the case had to be 
redesigned. Its 45° shoulder would not let 
this long granular powder flow properly 
into the sharp shouldered case. A new 
reamer was ordered with a 30° shoulder 
to eliminate this problem. Furthermore, 
the cases were reamed inside to true the 
case walls and thin the brass. This case is 


working excellent. It was one designed 
around a certain powder and large 
primers. 

| don’t expect a large following but it 
sure is fun to have something that shoots 
and performs well away from the “norm” 
that | developed myself. | think I'll name it 
the 6 Donaldson Wasp. Ha! Ha! | just de- 
veloped a cartridge that was developed 
as a 22 about 30 years ago. Whoever said 
history does not repeat itself? 

Just remember, we, “the accuracy 
crew” have developed or instigated the 
design of most of the commercial rifles 
and cartridges on the market today. Many 
in the game do not feel we are scientists, 
but we are. Lets keep progressing and 
experimenting. 

|, for one, have progressed from a .712 
aggregate at Midland, Texas, in 1969 (a 
top 20 patch!) to a Super Shoot Heavy 
Varmint grand aggregate of .1997. That, 
my folks, is progress. 

What will we do five to ten years from 
now?

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THE PRACTICE OF BENCHRESTING FROM 1965 TO 1970 


Some 20 years after the beginnings of 
“modern benchrest shooting” we had 
progressed to the mid 1960’s. This was a 
time of 222’s, 6x47’s, and 308 varmint 
class rifles. It further boasted laminated 
stocks made of wood, even balsa wood in 
some cases to allow maximum weight of 
the barreled action. Another innovation to 
take place, though rather late in this peri- 
od, was the short, light weight, receiver 
mounted scope. But enough of these gen- 
eralizations, lets take a more detailed 
look at how it really took place at this time 
in our history. 

Benchrest began for me in 1964 at the 
Council Cup range in Wapwallopen, 
Pennsylvania. Sure, | had done some 
benchrest testing, practicing, and even 
attended an informal shoot or two at my 
local club, but this was very different from 
what confronted me at that first regis- 
tered shoot. | can clearly recall registering 
that morning and being asked if | wanted 
to shoot for cash or for record. Not know- 
ing any better, | opted for cash and paid 
the additional fee. | was to find out later 
that the luck | had hoped for was not 
enough against the likes of the Stolles, 
the Culvers, Bob Hart, and Bill Purcell. 
These and most of the other competitors 
in the Limited class made my efforts seem 
rather miniscule when you compare a 
.8982 100 yard agg with the winning 
.3956 agg for the day. Undaunted, | re- 
solved to continue my _ efforts in 
benchresting but | chose to wait until the 
next year so as to polish up my act. Also, | 
would not be so foolish as to shoot for 
cash until my aggregates came down toa 
competitive level. 

My first benchrest rifle was a 222 ona 
FN single shot action with Douglas barrel 
and Fajen stock. The rifle weighed six- 
teen pounds and was capable of .5 to .6 
ten shot groups with an occasional small- 
er one. 

According to PRECISION SHOOTING

magazine, which was selling for a whop- 
ping 40¢ in 1965, Phil Teachout was still 
editor of P.S. as he had been since its or- 
ganization in 1956. Creighton Audette 
was then president of the corporation 
known as Precision Shooting, Inc. The 
magazine filled some twenty pages total, 
six and one half of which were devoted to 
NBRSA and its activities. The balance of 
the magazine was devoted to small bore 
and big bore data and results, product re- 
ports and evaluations, and, of course, ad- 
vertising. Some of the companies adver- 
tising in P.S. at the time were Anschutz, 
Sierra, Hornady, Hart Barrels, Reinhart- 
Fajen, Spintru Bullets, Shooters Service 
& Dewey, Kenru Reloading Service, 
Crane Creek Chemically Stabilized Gun- 
stocks, and Ted Boughton, custom 
benchrest gunsmith. 

NBRSA officers for '65 were: Brunon 
Boroszewski — President; L. F. Carden 
— Vice President; Dr. A. H. Garcelon — 
Eastern Region Director; with Gerald Ar- 
nold and George Kelbly — Deputy Direc- 
tors; J. L. Bonner — Gulf Coast Director; 
Art Freund — Mississippi Valley Director; 
Walt C. Siewert — North Central Direc- 
tor; Raymond G. Speer — Northwest Di- 
rector; John B. Sweaney — Southwest 
Director; and Bernice E. McMullen — 
Secretary/Treasurer. Annual dues includ- 
ing P.S. subscription was $6.00. Accord- 
ing to the “President’s Corner”, the orga- 
nization boasted 800 members. Further, 
Varmint and Sporter classes showed in- 
creased competitor interest while the Un- 
restricted class showed a decline. 

A typical match report from this period 
was the following one from Canton- 
McKinely for 200 yard Varmint class: 


SCORE M.O.A. 
Shock 250-20X .5582 
Anderson 250-18X .5628 
Newton 250-17X .6605 
Rucker 250-17X .6997 
Mangon 250-15X .5847 


The match winner, Shock, fired a 6MM 
International caliber rifle. There were 18 
competitors participating. 

This period of time was not without its 
controversy either. Nearly a whole page is 
devoted in the January, 1965 issue to the 
heated debate over whether to revert to 
an earlier rule which limited muzzle diam- 
eter to .900 regardless of length or stay 
with the new rule which put a .900 maxi- 
mum diameter at 28 inches from the re- 
ceiver ring. So strong were the feelings 
about this rule that the director from one 
region stated that no registered matches 


would be held there in ’65. Rather they 
would shoot their matches under the old 
rule. 

To further fix the happenings of this era 
in your mind, consider some of the follow- 
ing events and compare them with what 
you are seeing and reading today. In a 
match in Richmond, California, the win- 
ning aggs were .2998 at 100 and .3645 at 
200. The top five shooters used a .219 
Donaldson and .222’s in that order with 
two of these using Sierra bullets. The 
“Trading Post” listed a Winchester Model 
70 rifle for sale in 300 H & H caliber for 
$130.00. A cover photo showed some 
Crooked Creek benchrest shooters from 
Allentown, Pennsylvania on the 
Guthsville Rod and Gun Club range, 
which was an NBRSA affiliate. John 
Dewey’s Second Annual Snowball 
League was taking place at Millerton, 
New York. This, | believe, was one of the 
first winter leagues around. 

In 1964 the Bench Gun Championships 
in Tulsa show the following calibers were 
used: .219 Don. - 14%, 222-37, 22/250 - 
none, 222 Mag - 8, 222% - 10, 308 - 22, 
other 30 cal.-4,6MM-none, and other 5. 

These championships were held over 
four days while the Varmint and Sporter 
championships covered only three days. 
NBRSA records as of February, 1965 list- 
ed the following:

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A look at the match schedule for 1965 
revealed names like Augusta, Ohio; 
Staunton, Virginia; Easton, Ohio; Char- 
lotte, North Carolina; lowa Falls, lowa; 
Buffalo, Wyoming; Seattle, Washington; 
and Yreka, California. At this period in 
time no three-gun aggregate champion- 
ship was recognized, however, the 
names which are shown as class winners 
reads like a who’s who of benchrest. 
Some of the winners for the various class- 
es were Paul Gottschall, Cline Deere, 
Brunon Boroszewski, and Homer Culver 
for Benchrest Rifle; Warren Page, Wal- 
lace Hart, and Tom Gillman for Heavy 
Varmint; Ed Shilen, Harold Campau, and 
Dave Hall for Light Varmint; and finally, 
Mike Walker, Dave Hall and Dr. Sam 
Nadler for Sporter. 

Significant at this time in history is the 
relatively little use made of the 6MM cali- 
ber in the Benchrest Rifle class, this cali- 
ber was already beginning to dominate 
Sporter and even Light Varmint. During 
the Benchrest Rifle Championships held 
at Council Cup in Pennsylvania, 39 of 86 
competitors used 30 caliber rifles while 
only two used 6MM’s. The Varmint and 
Sporter Nationals showed all top ten in 
Sporter and 1 of 10 in Light Varmint using 
6's. Only Heavy Varmint showed no 
6MM's in the top 10 though two 308’s 
were included. 

Another emergence took place in late 
65 early ’66. A letter by John B. Sweaney 
describing how the Richmond, California 
club conducts its Hunter matches was ap- 
proved for publication by NBRSA appar- 
ently due to possible interest in sanction- 
ing this type of shooting. Hunter class had 
its origins in this period of time along with 
a classification system using terms like 
Master, Hunter, and Plinker. While we 
were beginning this class, benchrest 
shooting itself was beginning in Australia. 
The first National and State Benchrest 
Championships were held on a postal 
basis in November of /65. 

Nineteen sixty-seven started off with 
the first mention in print of blocking or 
sleeving of barrels or actions in the var- 
mint classes. This concept in the lighter ri- 
fles started a heated controversy culmi- 
nating in a rule allowing sleeving of 
actions so long as the sleeve did not touch 
the barrel at all. Sleeved actions also as- 
sisted in getting one half of the scope 
mounting off of the barrel which was com- 
mon practice about this time. 

Progressing into 1968, we find Emory 
Tooley assuming the editorship of PRE- 
CISION SHOOTING magazine. Shilen Ri- 
fles had apparently moved to Irving, 
Texas separating from SS & D within the 
last 6 or 8 months. The magazine took on 
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a somewhat different complexion with a 
column by Gary Anderson called “The Rif- 
leman’s Corner” and another by Harvey 
Donaldson entitled “Old Timer’s Corner”. 
Finally, two events took place which 
marked another first on the score sheet. 
First results appeared in PRECISION 
SHOOTING for 1000 yard benchrest 
competition showing a winning group of 
10 3/32”. Redfield puts its model 3200 
scope on the market which was the first 
internally adjustable target scope avail- 
able to benchresters. 

NBRSA ushered in 1969 with Raymond 
G. Speer as president. Items of interest 
and concern were the reduction from 
three to two classes of competition over a 
two-day period. As stated, attendance at 
varmint shoots was making this a neces- 
sity. Statistics were given showing a de- 
cline in attendance at “Benchrest Rifle” 
championships from 137 in 1957, to 41 in 
1967. The March issue of the magazine 
sports the new Remington 20X scope 
measuring 16% inches and weighing 18 
oz. with external adjustments. A postal 
match with the Australians is proposed 
and conducted with our using Hunter 
class rifles and variations thereof. The 
U.S. was soundly defeated .6171 to 
.7889.

The big issue of 1969, even spilling over 
into 1970, was the Minutes of the ’69 Di- 
rectors Meeting for NBRSA. At this meet- 
ing, THE RIFLE magazine was adopted 
as the official journal of NBRSA and the 
John Zink range in Tulsa, Oklahoma as 
the “national range” for the association. 
This created such a stir between the as- 
sociation in general and the shooters of 
the Eastern Region, who made up about 
50% of the total membership, that in early 
1970 it finally wound up in the creation of 
“International Benchrest Shooters Asso- 
ciation” as a second benchrest organiza- 
tion in the U.S. 

The final stages of this mid to late 60’s 
period of benchrest sees PRECISION 
SHOOTING magazine jumps to 50¢ an 
issue. It includes most of the advertisers 
from the earlier 60’s with a few more 
added. What it also includes is a new writ- 
er named Dave Brennan who continues 
after his first article on the 69 Varmint Na- 
tionals, to be a regular contributor of 
benchrest material. July of ’70 carried the 
first ad for the new Unertl BV-20 scope 
which was similar to the Remington in 
size, weight, and mounts. 

For your comparisons and conclusions, 
let me close out this dissertation with the 
NBRSA records as they stood on January 
1, 1970.

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A very common thing to hear at a 
benchrest match is the lament of a shoot- 
er who is telling all who will listen (and a 
few that don’t really want to) that at one 
time this rifle of his was hotter than a fire- 
cracker, and suddenly it has just gone 
completely sour on him. This is not re- 
stricted to target rifles only; it occurs in 
just about any area of rifle shooting .... 
some rifles will fall from grace suddenly 

. others will lose their fine edge 
gradually. 

When this malady strikes, the serious 
shooter, one who follows the tourna- 
ments... . frequently loses both his self- 
confidence and his equilibrium. He laughs 
less, if at all, and begins having delusions 
of persecution generally. Life can be areal 
downer, when your heavy varmint rifle de- 
cides to stop shooting, a couple of weeks 
before the Nationals! 

Sometimes the cause (of the problem) 
is exotic; sometimes it takes a decent 
sized amount of folding money to correct. 
Such is fate .... pass the crying towel, if 
you would, please. 

But other times the shooter himself has 
unwittingly brought about his own dilem- 
ma....and could have saved himself a 
lot of grief if he had merely paid a bit more 
attention to details. When arifle’s accura- 
cy suddenly leaves for parts unknown, it 
can be both expensive and frustrating. 
Let’s talk about some of the little things 
that, with alittle attention, might save you 
a few tears, and a few cash layouts. 

Most rifles on the firing line today have 
the action glued in the fiberglass stock. 


Well, to be more precise, when the rifle’ 


was built, the assembling gunsmith did in- 
deed glue in the action. | recently had a

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SIMPLE STUFF

rifle brought into our shop that had “quit 
shooting” ....a Hall action in a McMillan 
stock. One of the darndest, most ad- 
vanced examples of this particular prob- 
lem to be seen in recent days. the owner 
of the rifle used a short bore guide; one 
that had its back end exactly over the 
junction of the rear tang and the fiber- 
glass stock. As the good gentleman duti- 
fully cleaned the rifle, with wet patches 
and wet brushes... . the solvent dripped 
as it entered the bore guide .... and of 
course dripped right where the action and 
stock came together. At my initial inspec- 
tion of the gun | noticed the absence of 
paint in this area, and doing some discreet 
probing with a dental pick .... well, the 
entire area felt roughly like soggy lasa- 
gna. (Editor: What’s that you say? You 
mean that this guy was bedding his action 
with lasagna? Can we get the recipe? 
With meatballs?) 

After removing the rifle action from the 
stock, we found that the surface gluing 
area of the stock was at least 70 percent 
mush. Also there was ample evidence 
that solvent had been passing the thread- 
ed shank of the barrel down into the front 
of the action, and underneath it for about 
ahalfinch. The stock was so impregnated 
that it was obviously too much to hope for 
to be able to reglue the action, and expect 
it to rebond. We discarded the stock (note 
that this is an area where fiberglass is in- 
ferior to wood .... with the old wood 
stocks, at least you could burn the darn 
thing in the fireplace). The cost of a new 
stock, plus assembly and painting, could 
have been avoided by using a longer bore 
guide, where the solvent, in dripping, 
could have fallen harmlessly on a rag 
placed on top of the stock, well away from 
the tang. 


The seepage of the solvent through the 
threads of the action and barrel may seem 
hard to believe .... but not to one who 
saw this particular stock. The answer is 
to use an o-ring on the portion of the bore 
guide that enters the chamber area. This 
will prevent the solvent from getting 
under your action in this area. Fred Sin- 
clair evidently realized this problem sev- 
eral years ago, and came out with a bore 
guide with an o-ring on front. | am given to 
understand that both Neil Jones (Custom 
Products) and Clarence Hammonds offer 
such bore guides today. Such bore guides 
are a big plus in the bore cleaning task, 
and | judge them quite superior to bore 
guides without the o-ring. 

Another thing that is simple enough, 
and cheap enough... . is the actual bore 
brushing itself. The bore guide has to fit 
the rod reasonably close at the rear of the 
guide, or another form of damage will 
occur. If the hole is too big in the guide, 
then your brush is not aligned with the 
bore in the barrel. This means that the rod 
bounces off the throat of the chamber as 
you move the rod to and fro. This, over a 
period of time, causes the throat to be- 
come egg-shaped, rather than the per- 
fectly round shape with which it started its 
existence. When the throat is egg- 
shaped, the bullet does not have 360° 
contact with the bore .... and that most 
certainly is not a good situation. 

This situation is magnified many times 
by the rapid fire rod user. The rapid fire 
rod user is a person who runs his brush 
rod back and forth as fast as he possibly 
can. If the shooter will take his time with 
that bore brush, and use a delicate touch, 
he will do the best possible job. The rapid 
fire rod user not only eggs the throat of 
the chamber, but he also manages to beat 
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welded seams. 11” wide x 36” long x 11” deep, with 92” x 
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the living bejabbers out of the barrel 
crown as well. The crown is damaged by 
the brush entering the crown at a rapid 
rate at a cocked angle .... the brush, 
never being straight anyway, brushes 
very hard and fast on one edge of the 
crown as it seeks the bore to completely 
enter it. As | inspect these crowns they 
look as if they have been sandblasted. 
Tome, the best way to use a bore brush 
is to concentrate on keeping your rod as 
straight as possible while using it, and 
using a moderate speed, giving the brush 
a chance to brush. Next, when the brush 
clears the muzzle, before it re-enters the 
barrel, | give the rod a quarter turn, to let 
the off-side of the brush re-enter at a dif- 
ferent spot .... then | slowly draw the 
brush back into the barrel muzzle, and let 
it seek the bore gradually . . . .onceitis in- 
side, | once again take a moderate back 
stroke. My bore guide is long, it has an 
o-ring seal on the chamber fitting end, and 
| have fitted Delrin inserts on my rods that 
slide down into the rear of my bore guide 
to totally guide my rod while | am using it. | 
think that this is the best way to shoot a 
“not” rifle... . with the basic idea of keep- 
ing it a “hot” rifle... . with the basic idea 
of keeping it a “hot” shooter as long as 
possible, and allowing it to eventually 
wear out, rather than suffer an early, pre- 
mature demise, brought about by shooter 
mishandling in the cleaning process. 
Brush size is very critical. If the brush is 
too big, it folds its bristles and loses its 
brushing action; if the brush is too small, it 
then tends to ride on top of the rifling, 
rather than follow it, which produces no 
cleaning at all, just some unnecessary 
wear. The cleaning rods themselves must 
be watched. Inspect your rods for shiny 
areas on the small sleeve behind the end 
on the front threaded section. Shiny 
spots mean that the rod is rubbing inside 
of your barrel... . and that is not a good 
situation at all. That little sleeve on 
Parker-Hale rods tends to be larger than 
the rod itself. A number of the little brass 
sleeves on Parker-Hale rods seem to 
split, which of course makes them bigger, 
and now with sharp edges as well. This 
can ruin a barrel in a single day, if not de- 
tected. | prefer the Dewey rods because 
the brass sleeve at the end is smaller than 
the rod diameter, the handles are bigger, 
and the coating on them will withstand the 
harsh chemicals we use today. Sharp 
pointed jags, and oversize patches take 
their toll of rifle barrels each year also. If 
you have to bump your cleaning rod when 
pushing a patch through the barrel, some- 
thing is wrong, and should be corrected 
before it costs you a barrel some day. Dip- 
ping the brush directly into the solvent 
bottle is another bad habit because it con- 
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taminates the solvent. Eventually the sol- 
vent is filled with enough junk out of the 
barrel that just about all of its strength has 
been expended in the action that it has 
taken on the microscopic copper murate 
particles that your brush has been leaving 
in the solvent. In addition, this practice re- 
turns a lot of the fouling agents right back 
into the barrel, to abrade and 
recontaminate the very barrel that we are 
trying to clean. Use of solvent applicator 
bottles eliminates this little problem. 

Shooters will casually lay their cleaning 
rods down on dirty, gritty loading area ta- 
bles and benches; sooner or later they 
pay the price for this carelessness .... 
one piece of silica sand down that barrelis 
all that you need to take away its gilt edge 
accuracy forever. Hundreds of times | 
have seen shooters lay their rods on ce- 
ment benchtops, and not think a thing 
about it. Gad, that one is just asking for 
trouble. 

And the list goes on for the no-no’s. 
Wrapping your thumb around the scope 
for added leverage in working the bolt 
puts an amount of side torque on that bolt 
that it really wasn’t constructed to deal 
with. If you’re having a (hopefully, tempo- 
rary) problem with tight brass, get a hold 
of the stock forend bottom with your left 
hand and work the bolt with your right 
hand. 

Another problem that is common and 
costly is the failure to keep properly lubed 
bolt lugs. After lugs are lapped in they 
should have at least 70-80% metal to 
metal contact; this contact takes place 
under a certain pressure when a formed 
case is in the chamber. Under that pres- 
sure, if there is no lube between the two 


mating surfaces; well, they sort of tend to 
tear at each other. I’ve tried several kinds 
of bolt lube, and | cannot see a whole lot of 
difference if they are merely put on regu- 
larly. | clean and lube my bolt after every 
third target. | would estimate that at least 
half of the used guns and used actions 
that come into our shop have galled lugs 
when we receive them. A small dab of 
grease on the cocking cam ramp under- 
neath the bolt body is good, but wipe 
away any extra, as it will eventually get 
into your trigger if you don't. 

Another good thought is to keep your 
gun, particularly the action, covered with 
a rag when not shooting, to keep grit out 
of your trigger and action. | also keep my 
bullets in a resealable box. Texaco trans- 
mission fluid is the best bolt body lube 
that I’ve run into, as well as being a good 
lube for the slides on rail guns. Tryit... .it 
will really make a bolt work slick, but don’t 
use too much. 

| guess that this article might well seem 
to be a bit elementary, and a bit basic to 
several of our readers. Only gosh-darn 
problem with that line of thought is the 
fact that I've watched some of the best 
shooters in the country make many of 
these very mistakes. Sometimes having 
to watch the massacre of a good gun, ora 
good barrel has sort of gotten to me, and 
I've opened my big mouth (although re- 
spectfully and meekly, | hope). The last 
time | did this, the shooter (a decent sort, 
really) told me that he had been doing it 
this way for 12 years, and hadn't hurt any- 
thing yet. What could | do, or say? | smiled 
pleasantly .... and thought to myself 

. “he’s been screwing up good guns

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Austin, Texas 78753). With Super Shoot 
approaching fast, both T.J. and yours 
truly have better fish to fry at the moment, 
but we'll turn our attention to the little ras- 
cal sometime mid-summer. 

Finally, with IBS rules requiring a light 
varmint in .224 caliber next year, yours 
truly decided that he simply had to have a 
.222 based wildcat to play with... . oth- 
erwise life just wouldn’t be complete. 

Called up Keith Francis at JGS. 
Changed my mind, and the dimensions, at 
least once. But eventually we got things 
straightened out. 

As wildcats go, it’s nothing too radical, 
and it pretty much duplicates the work 
and the thought of several other experi- 
menters. | simply wanted to have my own 
.222 wildcat, that’s all. A chamber draw- 
ing is reproduced herewith, courtesy of 
Keith Francis. It’s the full length .222 case 
(1.700 inch), with a 45° shoulder, and the 
neck shortened a bit, from .313 to .250. 
The body walls are also straightened a 
tad, for a bit more capacity. TJ tells me 
that Ralph Stolle, who experimented a lot 
with 222 based wildcats, felt that a 45° 
shoulder was necessary to stop brass 
flow forward. A .241 neck was chosen 
after a few .222 modern day shooters told 
the editor that often .222 case necks 
would not clean up enough at the .244 - 
.245 size. 

We hung the name “.222 Revenge” on 
the little cuss, and shipped the JGS ream- 
ers off to Kenny Jarrett, with a request 
that he build us a heavy varmint rifle on a 
cut-down Hart #4 action that we had. I’ve 
told Kenny to hold on to the reamers for a 
while; if anyone wants a .222 Revenge, 
Kenny has the reamers, and JGS has the 
specs. 

See you somewhere on the circuit this 
summer.

Dear Dave: 

My subject for today is “Compensa- 
tion” as it concerns single shot rifles. | 
must restrict this to single shots as time 
has not permitted me to try these tests on 
bolt guns. The more different things are 
the more alike they seem to turn out. My 
ability to do miracles with my pair of Ruger 
#1’s stems from the fact that | found a 
way to configure the barrel length, diame- 
ter and taper plus bedding to compensate 
for variations in bullet weight and powder 
charge. 

| must qualify my use of the word “com- 
pensate’” from that used by other authori- 
ties regarding long range rifles and barrel 
vibrations. The single shot rifles are being 
treated as over sized pistols or revolvers 
where the bullet sets back and rotates 
barrel and actions around the lower cen- 
ter of mass. Remember what happens ina 
revolver when you change bullet weights: 
The heavy bullets print high and the light 
ones go low, with normal powder charg- 
es. The trick is to bring them together at 
one distance. 

Back to Rugers, | have been playing 
with #1’s for nearly 10 years and have 
had my share of problems with vertical 


shot spread when trying different loads. ° 


At 100 yards its been noted that the 
groups changed vertically about 1” for 
each grain of powder change. 

My challenge came with the single shot 
Schuetzen match programs. Now we 
went to work seriously. Trying different 
weights added to different places on the 
standard barrel we were able to close up 
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the spread. Next, get a heavier barrel; we 
did, and 26” long. Still we had bad bullet 
spread and a minor case of mental de- 
pression after spending all that money for 
the barrel. 

Thinking back now to the revolver anal- 
ogy, we began cutting off the barrel and 
noting the spread. Voila! At 23” length 
180, 190 and 200 grain bullets with the 
same powder charge all printed into the 
same 2” group at 200 yards. A grain or 
two of powder light or heavy had no effect 
either. We took a second Ruger #1, dif- 
ferent rate of twist 30 cal barrel, same 
taper, size and length and it also shot the 
same. Those were the rifles Roger Johns- 
ton and | used at Coors 1984. 

Then we got our super beautiful Miller 
actions. Blinded by the beauty we 
promptly forgot all we had learned on the 
Rugers. Put on nice long barrels, fine 
woodwork, nice chambers and went to 
Coors 1985 to develop loads as we went. 
Areal disaster. They shot just like our un- 
compensated Rugers. 

To date our compensation work on the 
Millers parallels the Rugers, building a 
stiff tang extension to reduce action rota- 
tion, shortening barrel and lots of testing. 
As with the Rugers, we are testing with 
match jacketed bullets to eliminate one 
variable. Yes, the spread is now down toa 
workable one with different bullets and 
powder. Before, a change from Rifle to 
Pistol primer would even move the group 
over 1-1/2” at 100 yards. It's getting ex- 
citing now with the little 30/30 X 1-1/2” 
cartridge case full of RE 7 powder up to 
the bullet base giving 2100 FPS with the 
168 gr Serria and a .32” groups at 100 
yards. That may be a large group for your 
BR shooters, but with single shot rifles it 
ain't bad. Worst groups are still under 
ae 

There may be a pause in correspon- 
dence now as we get back to the lead bul- 
lets and do what we were supposed to do. 

Since these rifles must also be used Off 
Hand as well as bench, it’s necessary to 
have as accurate grouping arifle as possi- 
ble to off set the wobble created by this 
aging shooter.

and the hard work of accuracy smiths for 
12 years, but he’s happy .... and (I 
guess) that’s what counts.” There’s a 
saying in the area where | live, something 
to the effect that a hard head makes a soft 
butt. 

A truly hot rifle is a rare bird, and it isn’t 
too hard to figure out why, when you think 
about all the rifle parts and all the work 
that has to come together, to say nothing 
of the need to have the components not 
only blend with each other, but also blend 
with the rifle. It’s probably a fair statement 
to make that it’s just about impossible to 
tune up a rifle to a true one hundred per- 
cent of its potential .... it seems as if 
there is always some area that could be 
improved a bit, with a little work. In the 
final analysis, if we have a rifle that at the 
time seems to be shooting at the limit of 
the shooter’s individual ability, or good 
enough to win (in the shooting world with- 
in which the owner moves), then that is 
usually where we stop. We have our own 
individual horizons, our own individual 
dreams, and it is not for me to say where 
anyone else should aim or aspire. But if 
The Good Lord, and a good gunsmith, 
with a little luck thrown in, have given you 
ahotrifle.... confound it, take care of it. 
The gods of chance, and the gods of ac- 
curacy, do not allow a man too many hot 
rifles in just one lifetime. 

As | write occasionally for our maga- 
zine, it’s never my intention to insult or of- 
fend anyone; only to help our sport and 
some individual to avoid the mistakes that 
others have already made. Heck, there’s 
no fun making mistakes that someone 
else has already discovered, or maybe al- 
ready perfected. Go off and discover your 
own mistake! Maybe we'll even name it 
after you! And at some future match, 
when some other shooter does the same 
mistake, we'll all look at each other and 
say, “AH-HAH... . he just committed the 
Brennan mistake!” (Editor: how did | get 
dragged into this, anyway? | was just sit- 
ting here peacefully, ruining the throat on 
my chamber .... happy as aclam.... 
and meaning to harm no one. . . .).

1986 HUNTER 
NATIONALS 


If you're planning on the 1986 NBRSA 
Hunter Nationals (August 30 & 31, Prairie 
Dog Target Club, Porcupine, South Da- 
kota) ... and if you’re planning on any- 
thing but a pedal-to-the-metal-watch-for- 
radar-trip ... pick up the phone, and call 
1-800-843-1930. That will get you the 
South Dakota Tourism Bureau; ask them 
to send their travel packet. Within easy 
distance of the range is the Mount Rush- 
more National Memorial, Jewel Cave Na- 
tional Monument, Wind Cave National 
Park, Badlands National Park, Devils 
Tower National Monument, and the 
Crazy Horse mountainside carving 
memorial. 

Mount Rushmore, and its creation, 
took 14 years of the life of its creator, 
Gutzon Borglum. Its heads are 60 feet 
high, scaled to men tall enough to walk a 
mile in twenty strides, or wade through 
forty feet of water while barely getting 
their ankles wet. Each nose is 20 feet 
long, each mouth is 18 feet wide, and the 
mole on Lincoln’s cheek is 16 inches 
across. 

Sculptor Korezak Ziolkowski, asked to 
create an Indian memorial at Thunder- 
head Mountain, just seventeen miles from 
Mount Rushmore, in the Black Hills of 
South Dakota, worked on his gigantic 
task from 1947 until his death in 1982. 
Crazy Horse was chosen by the Indians to 
be the subject ... a towering figure, 
mounted on his pony, and pointing over 
its head. Korezak chose the design after 
hearing a story about a white trader who 
taunted Crazy Horse, when most of the 
Sioux had gone to live on reservations, 
with the question, ‘‘Where are your lands 
now?”’ The great chief pointed to the hori- 
zon and replied, ‘‘My lands are where my 
dead lie buried.’ Crazy Horse never sur- 
rendered, never signed a treaty, and 
never went on a reservation. When finally 
finished, Crazy Horse will be a 563 foot 
high, 641 feet long sculpture in the round. 
The horse’s head will be 22 stories tall, its 
nostril big enough to hold a 5-room house. 
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Korezak Ziolkowski is gone, his wife and 
children work to finish the monument.
